LAUNCH UPSET BY TIDE; 
NINE PERSONS MISSING 


Small Boat Also Overturned in 
Attempted Rescue Off 
~ San Francisco.

SAN FRANCISCO; Dec. 193.— 
Caught in a strong outgoing tide, 
at least six persons, and possibly 
nine, were thought to have been 
drowned when their launch capsized 
at the mouth of Tomales Bay, 39 
miles north of here, yesterday, 

Ornborn Gray and Grant Gray, 
brothers, who attempted to rescue 
the party, said the launch appar- 
ently had become disabled and its 
occupants frightened as the craft 
drifted toward the open sea. 

The Grays went to the rescue in 


a small poat with an outboard mo- 
tor. They succeeded in getting a 
line to the launch but said one of 
the women on the larger craft, in- 
stead of making it fast, jumped 
overboard. They hauled her in 
with the line. 

A second woman then was hauled 
toward the little boat, but it cap- 
sized as she attempted to climb 
aboard. At the same time a huge 
wave struck the launch and over- 
turned it. 

Ornborn Gray attempted to swim 
ashore with one of the women but 
lost his hold on her when he was 
dashed against a rock and stunned 
for a moment. Grant Gray swam 
to his assistance and togeihcr the 
brothers managed to make shore. 

The Grays said they counted five 
women and one man struggling in 
the water after both boats had up- 
set. The rescue workers eaid they 
saw two women go down and saw 
the capsized launch drifting to sea 
with three women clinging to it. 
None was identified. 

Relatives reported nine members 
of two families missing from the 
little fishing village of Marshal, not 
far from where the boats capsized. 
, Searchers found the. upturned 
hull of a launch on a reef iast 
night. Heavy seas kept coast 
guardsmen from reaching it. 


GAMBLING NOT VAGRANCY, 
GUZIS ATTORNEY ARGUES 


Cites Fact Vice President and Gov- 
ernor Jilinois Attend Horse 
Races.

. CHICAGO, Dec. 19.—If gam- 
bling made Jack Guzik a vagrant 
every one else is guilty of vagrancy, 
too, the gangster’s attorney plead- 
ed in final arguments today to save 
Guzik from conviction for va- 
grancy. 

“Everyone is a gambler,” said 
Attorney James Burke. “We had 
a Governor's day at the races last 
summer, and I saw the Governor 
of Illinois and the Vice President 
of the United States and a lot of 
other respectable persons there.” 

“There are 200,000 vagrants in 
Cook County if gambling is vagran- 
cy,” said Burke. “Not a single bit 
of evidence has been produced in 
this case to support the vagrancy 
charge, except that, Jack Guzik bet 
on the horses,” the attorney de- 
clared. | 

Burke described the signing of 
the vagrancy complaint against Gu- 
zik as an act of “willful and mali- 
cious perjury” on the part of Roy 
Van Herick, police detective, who, 
Burke said, had testified in the 
trial that he never saw Guzik com. 
mit an unlawful act. 

Assistant State’s Attorney James’ 
Brown urged the jurors to be 
“strong. American citizens” and 
find the defendant guilty. “The de- 
fense,” he said, “has utterly failed 
to show that Guzik had any lawful 
means of support. We have proved 
him a gambler.”

HEARING OF OUSTER 
SUIT IS RESUMED 


Four Organizations Are 
Accused in Quo War- 
ranto Proceedings With 
Violation of the State 
Anti-Trust Laws. 


The hearing jn the ouster suit 
directed by Attorney-General Shar- 
tel against four electrical organiza- 
tions, charged in quo warranto 
proceedings with violation of State 
antitrust laws continued today with 
testimony by Roy C. Hausgen, an 


electrical contractor, who gave his 
version of arbitrary methods used 
by Orville E. Jennings, a vice pres- 
ident of the International Brother- 
hood of Electrical Workers, and 
Chester Chapline, a contractor. 

Jennings and Chapline are await- 
ing trial in Circuit Court for con- 
spiracy to restrain trade in vioia- 
tion of the State antitrust law, hav- 
ing been indicted on grand jury 
testimony that they created and 
controlled for their own personal 
profit the Electrical Protective As- 
sociation, the Electrical Listing 
Bureau and the Electrical -Approv- 
al Board. The que warrauto pro- 
ceedings are against these organiza- 
tions and the Electrical Employ- 
ers” Association, an organization of 
‘contractors. 

Hausgen, who owns the Sunlight 
Electric Co., 2735 North Union 
boulevard, said he was induced by 
Jennings in 1929 to refrain from 
bidding on the $18,000 transformer 
vault job in the new Civil Courts 
Building. 

Told to Lay Off Job. 

He was preparing his bid, he 
said, when Jennings told him, 
“You'll have to lay off. That job is 
lined up for E. A. Koeneman.” 

Hausgen said he demurred and 
was told, “I'll see that you get paid 
for the time you have put in work- 
ing up your bid. I'll make it hard 
for you if you go ahead.” 

Hausgen testified as to another 
city job the wiring of the shop 
building at Bellefontaine Farms, 
saying that Chapline and Jennings 
told him, after he had prepared a 
bid, that he must not submit it, as 
the job was “lined up” for the 
Newberry Electric Co. He said 
Jennings promised him “plenty of 
trouble’ if he interfered with the 
arrangement. 


Paid $100 for His Trouble. 

“I had put in a good deal of 
time making up the bid,” the wit- 
ness said, “and when I mentioned 
this, Jennings said Chapline would 
pay me for my time, and Chapline 
wrote a check for $100, which I 
declined to take, but he stuck it in 
my vest pocket. The check came 
back from the bank, but Chapline 
wrote another which. was honored. 
The Newberry Co. got the contract 
for the Bellefontaine job, for 
$6700, which was $800 more than 
I had planned to bid.”’ 

The witness said that, in discuss- 
ing the Bellefontaine job, Chapline 
remarked, “You know, we have 
made QO. E. (Jennings) a -police- 
man. We got a permit for him to 
carry a gun, so he will have more 
influence.” 

Hausgen said that the Jennings- 
Chapline Electrical Protective As- 
sociation, in a letter written in 
August, 1929, established a double 
rate for overtime workers in the 
hourly charges payable to the or- 
ganization for insurance and an- 
nuities. The regular rate was 35 
cents an hour, or $2.80 an eight- 
hour day, but under the Jennings- 
Chapline rule, 70 cents an hour 
was made the organization's charge 
for overtime. The hourly charge 
was a part of the $16 a day paid 
to electrical workers, of which the 
workers kept $13.20 and the or- 
ganization received the $2.80 bal- 
ance. 

Hausgen declared he abandoned 
his figuring and received a check 
for $100 from Koeneman, another 
contractor, sending Koeneman a 
receipt for that sum for “mate- 
rials” under the direction of Jen- 
nings. 

Hausgen described several meet- 
ings of contractors during 1929 at 
which Chapline presided, telling the 
contractors they would have to sign 
up with the various bureaus if they 
wanted to get men to work. 

At one meeting, Hausgen related, 
Jennings said Koeneman was $1000 
behind in his payments to the List- 
ng Bureau, and remarked, “I'll

HAVANA, Dec. 19.—Diario de la 


Marina, Cuba’s oldest newspaper,

It was the second time in 98 
years the presses were shut down, 
the management having voluntari- 
ly suspended publication Yor 14 
days a month ago in passive pro- 
test against censorship. -The presi- 
dent of Diario de la Marino is 
Count de Rivero, Consul-General 
of Hungary in Havana. 

Dr. Rafael Maria Angulo, presi- 
dent of the Press Association of 
Cuba, issued a statement protest- 
ing against the closing of the “dean 
of the Cuban. press and one of the 
oldest newspapers in the three 
Americas.” “‘My protest is all the 
more emphatic,” he said, “because 
nothing has been published in the 
recent editions of this paper which 
might even be remotely construed 
as tending to criticise the Machado 
regime; moreover, such an.act is 
absolutely unconstitutional.” 


LLOYD GEORGE POINTS TO U. S. 


Asks Why Great Britain Does Not 
Foliow the Example of 
America. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Dec. 19.—In America, 
David Lioyd George reminded the 
House of Commons today, Presi- 
dent Hoover has announced that 
millions of dollars will be spent 
this year for the relief of unem- 
ployment. 

“And why,” he demanded, “don’t 
we take such steps here?” 

He was making an onslaught on 
the Government’s recent white 
paper setting out its unemployment 
relief activities. He characterized 
the document as “very vague,” giv- 
ing no indication of what is going 
on in England. He held up the 
example of the United States as a 
model upon which the MacDonald 
government might pattern its own 
unemployment program. 

His speech was a sort of follow- 
up on his previous demands that 
the Government tackle the uwnem- 
ployment problem in the sweeping 
fashion advocated by himself and 
the. Liberal party. 

If more complete details on un- 
employment could not be. given, 
said Lloyd George, he would re- 
vert to the subject later “in a 
formal way” by which the opinion 
of the House could be obtained. 


INCOME TAX REVENUE FALLS 
$122,000,000 FOR THE YEAR 


Collection of Final Installment of 
1929 Taxes Cuts U. S. Deficit 
to $79,000,000, 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—In- 
come tax receipts of $180,626,323 
on Dec. 17 swelled the month's to- 
tal of Government income from 
this source to $290,736,703. 

The Treasury’s statement today 
showed, however, that the month’s 
total was $64,000,000 less than that 
in the corresponding days last De- 
cember. The aggregate for the 
fiscal year was $901,222,489, or 
$122,000,000 less than for the cor- 
responiding periods last year. 

The collections, which included 
the final installment of taxdue on 
1929 incomes, reduced the Govern- 
ment deficit to $79,485,585. The 
deficit on the sdme day of last year 
was only $1,129,323. At the close 
of business Dec. 17 the Govern- 
ment had collected since last July 
1 astotal of $1,609,808,508, and had 
spent $1,689,294,093.

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INSANE AT TIME,

KANSAS CITY, Kan., Dee. 19.— 
All testimony was concluded today 
in the trial of Maj. Charles A. 
Shepard of the Army Medical 
Corps for the alleged poison mur- 


der of his wife, Zenana, at Fort 
Riley, Kan., in 1929. 

The Government’s last witness 
in rebuttal was Miss Clara Brown, 
a nurse, who attended Mrs. Shep- 
ard during her last illness. 

Miss Brown was cross-examined 
briefly. The defense then filed a 
motion for a directed verdict, but 
the motion was denied. All wit- 
nesses then were excused and 
counsel prepared for final argu- 
ments, with three hours allotted to 
each side. 

Platonic Love Story Raked. 

Maj. Shepard's assertion his love 
for Miss Grace Brandon, 24-year- 
old stenographer, was platonic un- 
til the death of Mrs. Shepard was 
attacked in the prosecution’s ar- 
guments. 

L. E. Wyman, Assistant District 
Attorney, declared Shepard and 
Miss Brandon were lovers when 
the officer was assigned from Fort- 
Riley, to Brooks Field, Tex., in the 
fall of 1928, as a student flight 
surgeon. 

“He was not the same Maj. Shep- 
ard,” Wyman asserted, “when. he 
returned from Brocks Field as he 
was when he went there. He had 
pledged his leve- to another.’”’ 

With the defense objecting to 
ment.again drew tfim Miss Brown 
the statement ffiaf Mrs. Shepard 
had told her she had been poisoned 
by Shepard. 

Shepard took the stand briefly, 
declaring if there was any bottle 
on the shelf in the closet of his 
room at the time of his wife’s ill- 
ness, he knew nothing about fit. 
Miss Brown had stated Mrs. Shep- 
ard connected a bottle found in 
the Major's closet with her alleged 
poisoning. 

‘Not Responsible at Time.’ 

Maj, E. Strickler, a psychiatrist, 
chief of the medical staff at Fort 
Riley, Kan., where the alleged 
murder was committed, then testi- 
fied for the defense that Mrs. 
Shepard was not responsible for 
what she said on the day the al- 
leged statement Was made about 


was not sane on that day. 

The nurse’s testimony was struck 
from the records when she gave it 
yesterday, but went before the jury 
today over repeated objections by 
the defense. 

The Government. rested after 
questioning Miss Brown. The nurse 
said the mind of Mrs. Shepard 
appeared normal on the second day 
of her illness when, so the witness 


said, Mrs. Shepard declared “Dr. 
Shepard has poisoned me.” 
“Did she make any statement 


abdut getting well?” the Prosecu- 
tor asked. “Yes. She said she 
wasn't going to get well.” 

The defense objected to this as 
hearsay, not made in the presence 
of the defendant and not proper 
testimony, but was overruled by 
Judge Richard J. Hopkins. 

Miss Brown told of getting a 
liquor bottle from Maj. Shepard's 
closet at the request of Mrs. Shep- 
ard. 

Dentist Found Bottle in Closet. 
“What did she (Mrs, Shepard) 
say about the bottle?” “She said 
this was the bottle she drank from 
the day she took sick.” 

“Did she say how it tasted?” 
“She said she was being poisoned.” 

“Did she say anything else?” 
“She said, ‘Dr. Shepard hag pois- 
oned me.’ ”’ 

Maj. M..A. Rose, army dentist, 
testified he went to Maj. Shepard's 
quarters at Fort Riley in Juiy, 1929, 
while Shepard was ill in a hospital. 
Rose went there to prepare Shep- 
ard’s belongings for shipment to 
Denver, where Shepard was then 
assigned. Rose testified he found 
in a closet a quart bottle with a 
little liquor in it.

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JUDGE SAYS CAPONE 


HAS NO RIGHT 0 LIVE 


J. H. Lyle, Chicago, Wants to 
Send Gang Leader to Chair 
for Two Murders. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 19.—Judge John 


H. Lyle today was quoted as saying 
efforts would be made to send 
“Scarface Al” Capone, gang chief, 
to the electric chair in connection 
with the murder of two men. 
“We will send Capone to the 
chair, if it is possible to do so,” 
said Judge Lyle, who recently is- 
sued a vagrancy warrant for Ca- 
pone. “He deserves to die. He 


has no right to live.” 

Speaking before the Chicago 
Safety Council, the Judge men- 
tioned Capone’s name in connec- 
tion with the killing in 1920 of 
“Big Jim” Colosimo, reputed “vice 
lord,” and also in connection with 
the death of another man whose 
name he did not disclose. The 
Herald and Examiner, however, 
said the State's Attorney's office 
was scrutinizing the files of the 
case of Joseph Howard, slain May 
8, 1924, with the idea of making 
it the basis of a murder charge. 

The Herald and Examiner added 
that Assistant State’s Attorney 
Harry Ditchburne reported he 
would act, if the investigation ap- 
peared to justify such action. 

Howard, whom the newspaper 
described as a member of the gang 
organization of Johnny Torrio, 
was killed in a saloon. The motive 
was never clear, but Michael 
Hughes, who was chief of detec- 
tives at the time, was quoted as 
saying that Howard and Capone 
had quarreled. Later Capone was 
questioned by Assistant State’s At- 
torney William B. McSwiggin, 
who was assassinated two years 
later.

Fire From a Third Machine 
Drives Them Away — 
Waterworks Crew, Near- 
by, Reports 50 to 100 
Shots Were Fired. 


Louis Mulconney, a gangster, 
was murdered at 2:45 pv. m. today 
in a pistol and machine gun fight 
at Weber road and the. Missouri 
Pacific Railroad tracks, on the 
southwestern border of the city. 

Three automobile loads of gun- 
men participated in the fight. The 
gangsters who killed Mulconney 
were themselves routed when a 
machine gunner from a third auto- 
mobile opened fire on them. 

In making their escape the mur- 
derers abandoned their automo- 
bile. It was found just across the 
road from the automobile beside 
which lay the slain gunmen, 

The fight was witnessed by a 
crew of St. Louis Water Depart. 
ment workmen. A stray bullet fired 
by the murdered man before he 
fell passed through the sleeve of 
the coat of one of the workmen. 

“It was a red-hot fight,” Cliff 
Godsey of 4220 Norfolk avenue, 
foreman of the Water Department 
crew, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, “After it was all over we 
estimated that between 50 and 100 
shots were fired. 

Eye Witness Tells Story. 

“We were at work digging a 
ditch for water pipe near the Mis- 
sourt Pacific tracks when we 
heard shots to the west of us on 
Weber road. 

“I looked up and saw a black 
Chrysler coupe bearing down on us 
traveling fast. The man beside the 
driver was firing through the back 
window at a Ford touring car right 
behind them. 

“Two men in the Ford were 
banging away at the Chrysler while 
the driver of the Ford was keeping 
close behind the larger car. 


“All this I had a chance to sce 
as the cars bore down on the 
narrow place in the road where we 
stood. Our mechanical ditch 
digger was occupying fully haif of 
the narrow road and there was only 
room for one car to paas, 

“Apparently the driver of the 
Chrysler did not see the narrow 
place in the road until he was on 
top of it. When he did, he slammed 
on his brakes. The Chrysler skid- 
ded on the muddy street, ewunz 
clear around and stopped headed 
west. Its rear end bumped against 
a telephone pole beside the road.

Government Centers Its 
Case on Defendants’ Re- 
to Trade With 


_Co-Operatives. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The 


constitutionality of the 1929 agri- 
cultural marketing act was direct- 
ly challenged today by the 47 East 
St. Louis live stock traders who are 
charged by the Department of 
Agriculture with conspiracy to boy- 
cott the Producers Live Stock 


Marketing Association and the Na- 
tional Ordering Buying Co., two 
agencies created under the act. 

M. W. Borders Jr. of Kansas 
City. attorney for 46 of the re- 
spondents, appearing before the 
Acting Secretary of Agriculture, C. 
IK’. Marvin, denied the conspiracy 
charge but admitted that some of 
the traders had refused to deal 
with the Government financed co- 
operatives because they thought 
that the two agencies were seeking 
to destroy the private traders. 

Testimony in the case, the first 
to challenge the Agricultural Mar- 
keting Act, was heard for three 
weeks in East St. Louis recently. 

At the outset of the hearing to- 
day, Borders challenged the right 
of Marvin, who is head of the 
United States Weather Bureau, to 
preside in the case. Borders de- 
clared that the Department of 
Agriculture was acting as prosecu- 
tor, witness and judge in the suit, 
and that the Acting Secretary could | 
not be impartial. Marvin over- 
ruled the objection. Secretary 
Hyde was not in Washington to- 
day. 

The Government, represented by 
E. L. Marshall, solicitor of the de- 
partment,-and C. E. Miles, argued 
that the agricultural marketing 
uct was not involved in the suit, in- 
sisting that the case was the out- 
growth of an ordinary conspiracy 
charge brought under the packers’ 
and stockyard act of 1921. The de- 
partment, Government counse! said. 
was merely carrying out the regu- 
Jations formulated under the pack- 
ers’ act and added that if the in- 
dependent livestock traders felt 
that the marketing act was dis- 
eriminatory they should seek relief 
from Congress. 

Borders replied thet the packers’ 
and marketing acts contradicted 
each other. The packers’ act, he 
said, was to preserve competition, 
while the marketing act aided cer- 
tain co-operatives in gaining a mo- 
nopoly. 

Borders further charged that the 
Producers’ Association and the Or- 
der Buying Co., themselves violat- 
ed the packers’ act, in that the 
Producers Association controlled 
the Order Buying concern and thus 
was acting on the St. Louis market 
in the dual capacity of buyer and 
seller, 

Describing the Farm Board co- 
operative program as “illegal, vi- 
cious and rotten,” Borders dcclured 
“no man should be compelled to 
deal with a competitor who has the 
power to put him out of business.” 

The setup of the two organiza- 
tions, Borders contended, gave the 
Ilederal agencies chances to dis- 
criminate and build up their own 
business at the expense of the pri- 
vate traders. He declared that the 
Producers’ Association, by loans of 
cheap Government money to farm- 
ers, were competing illegally with 


_ the independent commission house 


while the Order Buying Co., by sell- 
ing hogs at a loss to the packers, 
was destroying the independent or- 
der buyers and speculators. 

Calls Act Unconstitutional. | 

Borders did not elaborate his ar- 
kument against the constitutional- 
liy of the marketing act, promis- 
ing that his brief would take care 
of the point. 

“The marketing act,” he said 
briefly, “is unconstitutional and if 
necessary, we'll take it to court and 
find out about the loans and -ac- 
tivities of the Federal Farm Board. 
Kvery loan under the act is uncon- 
stitutional and we'll see if the Gov- 
ernment can spend $500;000,000 of 
the taxpayers’ money 4o destroy 
private business.” 

The Government's case was con- 
fined mostly to the conspiracy 
charge and wns based on the re- 
fusal of several traders to trade on 
certain days with the co-operatives, 

Counsel for the respondents, 
whUe denying conspiracy, argued 
that the individual traders were 
within their rights in refusing and 
insisted that the diversity of rea- 
sons for refusal proved that they 
had acted separately and not as 
a group.

Another time, he said, 
he bid on a Wellston job and was 
summoned by Chapline who said 
he “would have to give it up.” 


Contractor Testifies. 


Alexander J. Dunbar, an elec- 
trical contractor in the Frisco 
Building, added his testimony yes- 
terday to that of other contractors 
who have been summoned before 
Commissioner J. W. Broaddus to 
tell of the arbitrary methods of 
Chapline and Jennings. 

He said that contractors wno de- 
sired to do any competitive bidding 
were compelled to use the estimates 
of the Listing Bureau in figuring 
the amount of their bid, and were 
ordered to fix a minimum profit of 
331-3 per cent when they = sub- 
mitted their bid. 
Dunbar said the contractors were 
instructed on their future business 
policies at meetings early in July, 
1929, called by Jennings and Chap- 
line to “discuss” the new working 
agreeinents which provided for the 
payment of $13.20 a day wages. 
and $2.80 a day additional to the 
Electrical Protective Association for 
each union man at work. 

The payment to the Electrical 
Protective Association was for life 
insurance that is furnished to all 
members of the local union. the 
contractors, and all their employes, 
including those not members 
of the union, “We were informed,” 
Dunbar said, “that if we didn’t sign 
the insurance contract, we wouldn’t 
be allowed to sign the working 
agreement and thus the union 
would not furnish us any men, 
“Chapline did most of the talk- 
ing at the meetings, and Jennings 
‘amend’d’ whatever he said. Chap- 
line told me I would be expected 
to use the Listing Bureau in all 
competitive work, and that 33 1-3 
per cent would be the percentage 
to add to cost to include overhead 
and profit.”

Dr. Magoon, Who Killed Wife 
and Self, Wrote Denial 
of Scandal.

UMTALI, SOUTHERN RHODE- 


SIA, Africa, Dec 19.—A _  posfu- 
mous statement that he was the 
innocent target of scandal-mongers 
was read today at the final inquest 
on the body of Dr. R. L. Magoon, 
American big game hunter. 


Dr. Magoon’s body and that of 

his wife were found last week at 
their home here. A Coroner re- 
turned a verdict that the hunter 
had killed his wife, then shot him- 
self. ' 
“I love my wife dearly,” the 
statement read today said. “She 
doesn’t know that scandal-mongers 
are responsible. Let this be a 
lesson to them who hate.” 

The statement, signed “‘Roy Les- 
lie Magoon,”’ said the hunter, a den- 
tist, had lived a life “innocent but 
indiscreet.”’ 

During, the last few years, it con- 


lived in Chicago, had engaged two 
native girls as his assistants. Re- 
cently when Mrs. Magoon and her 
two daughters by a former mar- 
riage came to Umtali, they seemed 
jealous of the native girls, Dr. Ma- 
goon wrote.

The description of the one-armed 
man who fled carresponds, police 
said, with that of James Cox, also 
known as “Wingy” a _ notorious 
gangster. If the assumption is 
correct the shooting of Mulcon- 
nery, they think may be the after- 
math of the murder of Dewey Goe- 
bel and Lester Barth, gangsters, 
last Nov. 22. 


$500,000,000 for Public Works. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Sena- 
for Davis of Pennsylvania said to- 
day that a compilation of the reg- 
ular and emergency appropriations 
now before Congress would show 
a total of almost $500,000,000 for 
public improvements work to be 
spent during the next 18 months. 
The Senator explained that he 
reached the $500,000,000 total, of 
which he spoke in Philadelphia 
last night, by adding together 
the geenral appropriations pro- 
posed for inland waterways, 
public buildings construction and 
other Federal improvements. He 
said he knew of no new recom- 
mendations to be proposed by Pres- 
ident Hoover. 


OPPOSED TO REED 
GRATION BIL 


Measure Favors Southern 
Europeans Against North- 
erners, Secretary of State 
Declares. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—A 


horizontal cut of 90 per cent in 
all immigration based on the na- 
tional origins is suggested by Sec- 
retary of State Stimson and Secre- 
tary of Labor Doak if Congress 


intends enacting any such legisla- 
tion. They voiced opposition be- 
fore the Senate Immigration Com- 
mittee yesterday to the Reed Dill 
to bar all immigration, except rela- 
tives of foreign-born American citi- 
zens, for two years. 

Stimson said this measure, as 
well as the Johnson bill now pend- 
ing in the House, would “destroy” 
the existing national origins selec- 
tive policy by allowing an increas- 
ing number of relatives to come in 
from Southern Europe and fewer 
kin from the Northern European 
countries, reversing the policy of 
existing law. Enough applications 
from relatives already are on file 
to absorb existing quotas, he said. 

Doak said the Labor Department 
was in “substantial agreement” 
with the State Department and 
thought a “simple and direct’’ cut 
in immigration with equal distri- 
bution of the slash in accordance 
with the present policy would be 
best. 

The War Department’s opposi- 
tion to the bills also was expressed 
by Brigadier-General F. L. Parker, 
chief of the Bureau of Insular Af- 
fairs. Speaking for Secretary of 
War Hurley, he voiced “definite 
nonconcurrence” in the provision 
applying the emergency bars to 
Filipinos. He doubted whether this 
exclusion ‘would “compensate for 
the advantage of a very slight in- 
crease in American employment.” 

Stimson made it plan he was 
not advocating the 90 per cent cut 
as a new policy, but simply as a 
plan better than the proposed leg- 
islation. The present ratio of 
European immigration, he said, 
was 5 to 1 in favor of Northern 
Europe. The Johnson ODill, he 
added, would change this to 2 to 3 
and the Reed bill to 1 to 13. 

Senator David A. Reed (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania, author of the exclu- 
sion resolution, expressed “great 
shock” at this calculation. 

Stimson also warned that the 
possibility of “retaliation” must be 
considered in any such legislation 
and suggested the proposed limita- 
tion on key men such as scientists 
and the like be liberalized. 

‘We must think of the key men 
we have in other countries and the 
possibility of their being excluded 
from those countries,’ stimson 
said. 


CUT IN MERCHANDISE PRICES 


Sears, Roebuck & Co., Announces 
Low Figures for January 
and February.

CHICAGO, Dec. 19.—Sears, Roe- 
buck & Co. announced today its 
merchandise prices for January and 
February would be the lowest in 
10 to 20 years, featuring a reduc- 
tion of more than 18 per cent in 
cotton domestics, its largest sell- 
ing commodity.

ROME, Dec, 19.—The American 
stock market crash and “money 
crisis” of the fall of 1929 are prin- 
cipally to blame for Italy’s present 
financial ills, Premier Mussolini 
told the Senate yesterday afternoon. 

In a speech marked by biting 
irony, frankness and characteristic 
vigor, the Premier declared Italy 
was “nearing port; was perhaps in 
view of port when the American 
crisis broke out unexpectedly and 
exploded like a bomb.” 

His placing the blame on the 
American situation was part of 
Mussolini’s defense for his drastic 
cut of 12 per cent in the salaries of 
all state employes. 

“For us poor provincials of old 
Europe,” he said, “the explosion 
was a great surprise. We remained 
shaken and confounded like the 
world at announcement of the 
death of Napoleon. We had been 
given to understand that the Unit- 
ed States was a country of prosper- 
ity, indefinite and absolute—with- 
out eclipse, without decadence; all 
were rich.” 

“Everybody knows by memory,” 
Mussolini. went on, “the things 
which are now commonplaces— 
there was an automobile for every 


eight inhabitants, a radio for every 
four, a telephone for every three. 

“Everybody played the market. 
As the shares went up, everybody 
having bought one at 30, sold 
it at a hundred, and with it bought 
an automobile, radio or telephone, 
or made a trip to Europe, paying 
on the installment plan and, per- 
haps, bought a country house in 
the neighborhood, 

“All that was marvelous. Then 
we had a series of black, blackest 
days. Shares lost 20, 30, 50 per 
cent of their value. That crisis 
isn’t yet cleaned up. The black 
days have been following one an- 
other and, instead of prosperity, 
there are lines of those waiting for 
bread and soup in the great cities 
of the United States, 

“It is with profound sadness that 
T realize this, and you will under- 
stand why without my insisting. 

‘The fact is, from that day we 
were thrown back into a high sea; 
from then on, even for us, naviga- 
tion has been extremely difficult.” 

The financia’ situation in the 
United States so affected Italy, 
Mussolini asserted, that a surplus 
of 65,000,000 lire had turned into a 
deficit of 900,000,000 lire (about 
$47,000,000). 


PLANES AID IN SEARCH 
FOR ALABAMA BANK ROBBERS 


Four Who Held Up Safford 
Reported to Be Surrounded 
in Swamp,

SAFFORD, Ala., Dec. 19.—Two 


airplanes are searching today for 


four bank robbers thought to be 
hiding ih Bogue Chitto Swamp, 
three miles from here. The planes 
are *quipped with machine guns 
and smoke bombs. 

More than 300 National Guards- 
men and Sheriff's deputies with 
bloodhounds also are taking part 
in the search. 

The dogs were brought in the 
planes form Mississippi to replace 
those from Kilby prison, the: State 
penitentiary at Montgomery, and 
shot by the robbers whom. they 
tracked to their place of hiding. 
The robbers, one white man and 
three Negroes, whose armament 
includes a machine gun, were re- 
ported by the officers of the Ma- 
rion Junction State Bank to have 
obtained approximately $4000 in 
the robbery. After the robbers 
had driven through Orrville in an 
autémobile following the holdup, a 
Deputy Sheriff and others picked 
up the trail and forced the fugi- 
tives to abandon the car in a ditch 
and set it afire. The officers ex- 
changed shots with the robbers as 
they fled across an open field, but 
the desperadoes beat off their pur- 
suers. 

Sheriff Hammer established a 
cordon about the swamp in which 
the robbers took refuge.

investigation of charges by Ralph 
S. Kelley, former field agent of the

tor Walsh (Dem.), Montana. 

Walsh said he was expressing no 
conviction about the charges but 
thought they should be the subject 
‘at least of a preliminary inquiry.” 
He asked to have the resolution re- 
ferred to the Senate Lands Com- 
mittee, which he said could prose- 
cute the ‘“‘necessary preliminary in- 
quiry.”’ 

Kelley was dismissed by Secre- 
tary of Interior Wilbur after the 
Department of Justice had held 
his charges were untrue.

PLANE LANDS SAFCLY 


Fokker Co. Engineer Met Death 
Because Parachute Had Nu 
Time to Break Fall. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.— The 


designer of a new army bombing 
plane lost confidence in his own 
craft last night as the motors sput- 
tered. He jdmped and died, while 
the plane was landed safely. 

Stephen A. Forberger, project 
engineer of the Fokker company, 
was killed, apparently because the 
parachute he carried had no time 
to break the fall before his body 
hit a tree. The ripcord had been 
pulled, but the plane had insuffi- 


cient altitude at the time for a suc- 
cessful jump. Lieut. Harrison G. 
Crocker of the Army Air Corps, did 
not even know his passenger had 
leaped until he had brought the 
ship down virtually undamaged just 
a mile away from where Forberger 
died. 

The plane was a two-motored, 
cabiu-type monoplane, with a fold- 
ing landing gear. The wheels were 
pulled up when the machine struck 
the ground in a “dead-stick” land- 
ing. It was being taken to Wright 
Field, O., the Army’s experimental 
center, from Teterboro Heights, 
N. J. Crocker and his companion 
had planned to spend the night at 
Bolling Field here. 

Forberger was credited by army 
flyers today with having developed 
Several types of modern combat 
planes.

BEAT WOMAN 
TEAGHER TO DEATH 


Ex-Convict Arrested at 
Maryville, Mo. — Taken 
to St. Joseph to Avoid 
Possible Mob Violence.

MARYVILLE, Mo., Dec. 19.— 
Raymond Gunn, 30-year-old Negro 
ex-convict, who has confessed that 
he beat Velma Colter, 20, teacher, 
to death in her country school- 
house, four miles west of here, 
Tuesday afternoon, is held-at St. 
Joseph, where he was taken to 
avoid possible mob violence. 

The confession came as the re- 
sult of examination by Prosecutor 
Jones and three St. Joseph detec- 
tives, B. T. Andrews, John Reichen 
and Thomas Barnett, who were 
assisting him with the case. 

A farmer who lived near the 
school thought he had recognized 
Gunn walking rapidly toward town 
Tuesday evening. With this 
clew and with a heel print dug 
from the frozen earth near’ the 
school, where boys said they had 
seen a man lurking, the evidence 
began to close in about the Negro. 

L. E. Atherton, Mar;ville officer, 
arrested Gunn early yesterday as 
the Negro was returning from a 
hunting trip. His clothes were 
stained, but he maintained 
throughout the day under severe 
grilling that the stains were made 
by rabbits. However, an impres- 
sion of his shoe in plaster of paris 
matched the heel print, which had 
been preserved in an icebox, and 
Gunn began to weaken. 

The Negro had been sentenced 
to the penitentiary for an attempt- 
ed assault on a college girl here. 
He served seven-twelfths of his 
four-year term and returned here. 

The prosecutor said Gunn relat- 
ed how he had met the young 
teacher at the door of her school 
room and followed her within when 
she fled screaming. Jones quoted 
Gunn as saying Miss Colter fought 
viciously as he attempted to seize 
her. Gunn then rushed at her 
with a club and beat her on the 
head, the Prosecutor said, Teeth 
marks were visible on one of the 
Negro’s hands when he was arrest- 
ed. 

Miss Colter, who was teaching 
her first term, dismissed her pu- 
pils Tuesday afternoon and re- 
mained at the school to grade ex- 
amination papers, sweep the floor 
and replenish the coal supply for 
the next day. 

H. T. Thompson, at whose home 
she resided, went to the school 
vuilding when she failed to return 
home at the usual hour. He found 
the body with the clothing torn 
away. 

Detectives this morning found the 
death weapon, a heavy elm stick, 
in a draw near Maryville. They 
said this established the State’s 
case firmly even in the event the 
alleged confession was repudiated. 
Miss Colter’s wrist watch was 
sought.

Margaret Owen Tells De- 
troit Police She Invited 
Gerald Buckley to Party 
Night of Murder.

DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 19.—A 


burlesque actress, who admitted, 
according to pclice, that hers was 
the voice which led Gerald  E. 
Buckley, radio announcer, to his 
death, will tell the Wayne County 
grand jury her story today, if her 
condition permits. 

The actress is Margaret Owen, 
22 years old, who has been in the 
psychopathic ward of Receiving 
Hospital since Nov. 29, when she 
alleged she had been given poi- 
soned whisky to prevent her from 
testifying in another murder case. 
Police said yesterday she said 
she had been prompted by a man 
whose identity has not been dis- 
closed, to call Buckley by telephone 
and invite him to a party to cele- 
brate the recall of Mayor Charles 
Bowles. She said Buckley was to 
meet her in the lobby of the La 
Salle Hotel. 

As Buckley was sitting in the 
lobby early July 23, two hours aft- 
er he had announced the recall of 
Mayor Bowles, three men entered 
and fired 11 shots into his body. 
Insisted She Remain Away. 
Miss Owen, according to police, 
said the same man who had 
prompted her to call Buckley in- 
sisted she not keep the appointment 
and that she did not go to the ho- 
tel. Police have refused to say 
whether this man is in custody. 

Two days before she was to have 
testified at the trial of Nicholas 
Dellabonta and Frank Slimone for 
the murder of two Grosse Pointe 
Fark policemen, Miss Owen col- 
lapsed at the theater where she is 
employed. She said she -had been 
given poisOned whisky and later 
identified Dominick Ferro as the 
man who gave it to her, but physi- 
cians at Receiving Hospital were 
unable to find any trace of poigpn. 
They diagnosed her ailment asa 
form of hysteria, with which, they 
said, she had long been afflicted, 
and she was placed in the psycho- 
pathic ward. She has been a pa- 
tient there since. 

Dellabonta, against whom she 
was to have been a witness, is said 
by police to have been among her 
intimate friends. Frankie Lake, 
formerly a lieutenant of Terry 
Druggan in a Chicago liquor ring

NEW Y ORK in Dec. 19.—The New 

York Times today prints the fol- 

lowing from London: : 

A New York Times correspondent 
asked George Bernard Shaw for 
his opinion of Sinclair Lew ad- 
dress at Stockholm, in which the 
Nobel prize winner attacked pres- 
ent literary standards in America. 

This is Shaw’s reply as deliv- 
ered in his own handwriting: 

“As far as I am qualified to 
judge, Mr. Sinclair Lewia has said 
just the right thing in the right 
way to the Swedish Academy, and 
at his own countrymen. ‘rhey will 
not resent it. They expect to be 
flattered; but far from being grate- 
ful to their flatterers, they actept 
the tribute as a matter of course, 
just as they accept the cleaning of 
their beots at a hotel. 

“To rouse their eager interest, 
their distinguished consideration 
and their undying devotion, all that 
}is necessary is to hold them up to 
the ridicule of the rest of the rni- 
verse. Dickens won them to h 
forever by merciless projections of 
typical Americans as windbags, 
swindlers and assassins. 

“Mr. Sinclair Lewis has knocked 


Washington off his pedestal and 
substituted Babbitt, who is now a 
European by-word. Thereby he 
has become so indisputably Amer- 
ica’s leading author that at the 
early age of 45 he has been marked 
out for the Nobel prize. 
_ “I myself have been particularly 
careful never to say a civil word 
about the United States. I have 
scoffed at their inhabitants as a 
nation of villagers. I have defined 
the 100 per cent American as 99 
per cent an idiot. And they just 
adore me and will go on adoring 
me until in’ a moment of senile 
sentimentality I say something 
nice about them, when they will 
at once begin to suspect me of 
being only a cheap skate after all 
,and drop me like a hot potato. 

“Most of the things I say of 
them are obviously true of all peo- 
ples that on earth do dwell; but 
as the Americans can never be- 
lieve that other nations could pos- 
sibly resemble them, I get them 
every time, just as Mr. Sinclair 
Lewis does. 

“I hope he will keep pegging 
away at them. Otherwise there 
will be no holding them.”

Oxford, Mass., Woman Who 
Wed Ship’s Employe Blames 
“High Hat’ Relatives.

BOSTON, Dec. 19.—Mrs. William 


Harold Bramwell, the former Bar- 
bara Buffum of Oxford, Mass., 
whose marriage to the purported 
British knight and royal nava! of- 
ficer, Monday night, resulted in the 
disclosure he was only a_ ship's 
stenographer, was returned to Wor- 
cester State Hospital today. 


Deputy Sheriff Arthur Keefe of 


Oxford and Mrs. Bramwell’s broth- 
er, Warren Buffum, found her in 
a Boston hotel. this morning and 
immediately began a return trip to 
Worcester where, Keefe said, Miss 
Pramwell will. be subjected to fur- 
ther mental observation. 

The woman was said to have 
been committed to the hospital on 
April 2. On April 22 she was re- 
leased for a 12 months’ visit dur- 
ing which time she was to remain 
under the jurisdiction of the insti- 
tution. Today’s return involved the 
issuance of no new papers. 

The woman, in a newspaper in- 
terview here, said “high hat” rel- 
atives were chiefly responsible for 
her difficulties in insisting that she 
represent Bramwell as a titled per- 
son. She insisted, despite the fact 
her husband's name could not be 
found in any British naval register, 
that he was a naval commander on 
the reserve. 

Bramwell is on the way to Eu- 
rope on the 8S. S. Mauretania, 
aboard which he is employed as a 
chief steward’s writer. 

The Bramwell-Buffum wedding 
was a social event at Oxford. A 
detail of state motorcycle police es- 
corted the bridegroom from a train 
at Worcester to the Grace Episco- 
pal Church, crowded with the elite 
of the town. There the daughter 
of an employe of the Webster 
(Mass.) National Bank became the 
bride of the 49-year-old “Knight.”

DR, ALBERT A. MICHELSON 
OBSERVES 78TH BIRTHDAY 


Nobel Prize Winner Plans to Quit 
After Determining Speed of 


— 
By the Associated 
PASADENA, Cal, Dec. 19.—Dr. 


Albert A. Michelson, first American 
physicist to win the Nobel prize 
and recipient of many other 
awards, both here and in HBurope, 
for scientific achievement, is 78 
years old today. He now is inter- 
ested in completing his last experi- ° 
ment to determine the speed of 
light and in the approaching visit 
of Dr. Albert Einstein to Califor- 
nia. 

“There have been unexpected de- 
lays’in conduction my final experi- 
ments,” he said. “My chief aasist- 
ant has been ill. But within. three 
weeks we hope to have the equip- . 
ment installed so I can find and 
eliminate the error in my calculat- 
ing of the speed of light. Then 
I'll rest on my oars.” 

More than three years ago he 
used mirrors to flash light from 
mountain top to mountain top near 
here and found it traveled at the 
rate of 186,284 miles per second. 
Afterward an error was discovered, 
probably not more than a mile a 
second, other scientists say. To 
check the error he has had a large 
vacuum tube one mile long butit 
on a ranch near Santa Ana, Cal. 
Mirrors in the tube and at one end 
will reflect fight, flashed in at the 
other end, back and forth five 
times before the rays are “trapped’’ 
in a sighting and timing apparatus. 
Dr. Michelson looks forward 
keenly to meeting Dr. Einstein. In 
Cleveland 50 years ago, Dr. Michel- 
son attempted an experiment to 
prove the theory that the velocity 
of the solar system through space 
could be measured. The result was 
negative. Subsequently, Dr. Eein- 
stein advanced his theory of rela- 
tivity. 

Dr. Michelson likes to tell of the 
time not long ago when he visited 
one of his Annapolis classmates 
who had risen to the rang of Ad- 
miraL “Mike,” the officer said, 
laying an arm on his shoulder, 
“You were a fool to quit the Navy. 
You might have been an Admiral, 
too, by now.”

FOR UNVERSTY Cm 


Aldermen Vote for Rearrange-. 
ment ‘With Director of ~ 
Safety at Head. 


A new police system with a Di- 
rector of Public Safety and a Com- 
missioner of Police, appointed by 
the Mayor with the approval of the 
Board of Aldermen, instead of a 
Chief of Police elected by the vot- 
ers, was adopted by the University 
City Board of Aldermen at a meet- 


ing Wednesday night. 

Under the present system the 
City Marshal, an elected officer, 
serves as Chief of Police at a salary 
of $250 a month. Effective April 
7, the Marshal’s salary will be re- 
duced to $1 a year and George 
Ward, the present chief, will be ap- 
pointed Commissioner of Police at 
$250 a month. 

The Commissioner will be re- 
sponsible to the Director of Public 
Safety, who will receive $300 a 
month and will have charge of the 
police and fire departments. The 
director will be appointed Jan. 1. 

Mayor Ruth said the changes 
were decided on with a view to 
consolidating departments. as is 
done under the city manager plan. 
The changes, he said, “will make 
for more efficiency and responsi- 
bility in the departments.” 

The ordinance also increases the 

salary of the Captain of Police or 
night Chief from $182 to $200, and 
the salaries of two Sergeants from 
$172 to $180. The 20 patrolmen 
will continue to get $162. 
The office of Police Judge, occu- 
pied by A. A. Ladd, will be ap- 
pointive instead of elective, under 
the ordinance.

Because he was 68 years old they 
retired Prof. Wilbur L. Cross, dean 
lef the graduate school at Yale 
University, last June. ‘That left 
him with nothing much te do but 
edit the Yale Review and carry on 
his work as one of America’s fore- 
most literary critics. So he went 
out and got himself elected Gov- 
'ernor of Connecticut. ‘And now he 
is satisfied that his time will be 
just nicely filled again. 

He had no particular desire to 
tbe Governor. - He had never run 
for office before. But Prof. Cross 
believes in the two-party system, 
and-he is a Democrat. 

“rT thought that even in Connecti- 
cut we Democrats ought at least to 
constitute a strong minority,” he 
said today. “I decidéd the party 
needed building up. So I sald I'd 
run if they’d let me make a few 
changes in the organization. The 
first thing I did was to fire the 
state chairman.” — 

Will Have “Strong Minority.” 

The Democrats are going to have 
that “strong minority” in Connecti- 
cut these coming two years. It will 
consist of Gov. Wilbur Lucius 
Cross, all by himself. He and Gene 
Tunney, whom he has appointed a 
Major “on his staff, will be about 


| the only Democrats in Hartford. 


Not only will Prof. Cross be the 
first Democratic Governor Con- 
necticut has had in 20 years, he 
will be the only Democratic State 
official put there by the voters. 
And he'll be dealing with a Legis- 
lature of Yankee farmers, over- 
whelminglty Republican. 


larly worried about those Yankee 
farmers. He is a Yankee himself. 
His forefathers settled in Connec.- 
ticut more than 300 years ago. His 
father was a Yankee farmer and 
a Democratic legislator, toe.

Finds Joking Dangerous. 

Prof. Cross got a good deal of 
quiet fun ont of that campaign. 
He has a way of joking with an 
absolutely straight face.

It happened just the other 
day. 

“I said I thought Gene Tunney 
would make an excellent floor 
leader in the Connecticut House of 
Representatives,” he said with a 
chuckle. “I thought that was fun- 
ny—you know, a heavyweight 
champion who is also a Democrat 
as floor leader in one of the most 
thoroughly Republican iegislative 
bodies in the country. 

“But apparently the joke didn’t 
go over so well. The public as- 
sumed that I was launching Mr.

In every business an accurate 
account of its financial affairs is 
essential to success. The home is 
a business. Money is received ana 
spent and if this is done haphaz- 
ardly it is considered poor man- 
agement and in these homes one 
probably often hears the lament,

goes.” 

Ordinary business methods may 
be applied to the running of the 
home and it is just as necessary 
and profitable for the homemaker 
to know about the money that 
comes and goes in the home as it 
is in a business. To do this in a 
simple and easy manner it is nec- 
essary to keep a budget and an 
account. In the budget you merely 
systematize your expected income

By comparing the two you will 
be able to adjust your expenses to 
meet the income. You will see

For instance, the son Bob has a 
special musical talent and really 
should begin violin lessons, but 
you feel you cannot afford it. If 
you are working under a budget 
system you will, no doubt, see 
where you are overspending on an- 
other item. Referring to your 
budget you will discover that by 
cutting down a few items such as 
recreation, gifts, personal expenses, 
you can include violin lessons for 
Bob, which may affect his future 
earning capacity. This is one of 
the advantages of the budget. It 
tells what you can afford to spend 
and on what to spend it to the best 
advantage. 

The keeping of these accounts is 
not at all difficult or complicated, 
nor is it a laborious task that de- 
mands much time.

Knowing the Enemy 
N 1884, two years after Robert 
Koch discovered the tubercle ba- 
cillus, he announced the discov- 
ery of tuberculin, a substance 
which he claimed would prove @ 
specific cure for tuberculosis. 

His claim was not substantiated 
by experience and today we. are 
still searching for the true cure of 
the white plague. 

Our search of today, however, 
differs very radically from that of 
50 years ago. We are no longer 
counting on the appearance of 
some individual genius who, by 
some magic, will draw the curtains: 
of mystery and reveal to us the se- 
crets of disease. On the contrary, 
the research of today is carried on 
in an organized manner. 

Since 1921 the Committee on 
Medical Research of the National 
Tuberculosis Association has been 
studying the tuberculosis germ. 

Chemist, bacteriologist, patholo- 
gist and clinician have united 
their skill and labors to secure a 
really competent knowledgs of the 
disease. We have known the tuter- 
culosis germ since !882, but only re- 
cently has its chemical composition 
been determined. 

Many features of the disease 
known before in a general way are 
now better understood because 
their mechanics, ro to say, ) ave 
been revealed. 

For example, fever has always 
been associated with tuberculosis, 
together with other signs and symp- 
toms, and has served as an indica. 
tion of the activity of the didbase, 
and yet precisely what caused the 
fever was not known. 

Now, through a study of the 
chemical composition of the body 
of the tubercle bacillus, it has been 
found that it contains certain su- 
gars called polysaccharies, and that 
these are chiefly responsible for 
the fever and rapid pulse found in 
the disease. , 

With the possible exception of 
the diphtheria bacillus, it is doubt- 
ful if any disease germ ever before 
has been subjected to such a sys- 
tematic “‘man-hunt.”

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 20.— 
Roy C. Toombs, former president 
of the defunct International Life 
Insurance Co. of St. Louis, which 
he wrecked with his financial ma- 
nipulations, was relieved of his 
second conviction and three-year 
penitentiary sentence on a charge 
of fraudulent issuance of company 
stock, under a ruling today by Di- 
vision No. 2 of the Missouri Su- 
preme Court. 

The Court held his second con- 
viction was for an offense which 
was identical with and a part of 
an offense of which he had pre- 
viously been convicted, and for 
which he now is serving a three- 
year prison term. The Court ruled 
this constituted placing him in 


jeopardy a second time for the 
same offense.

First Conviction Not. Affected, 

This decision does not affect his 
first conviction of fraudtlént issu- 
ance of company stock, for which 
he is in prison, The Supreme Court 
affirmed that conviction a year 
ago, overruling a defense motion 
which it held was “purely and sole- 
ly technical.” The conviction was 
in connection with Toombs’ finan- 
cial manipulations of the company, 
in the course of which he removed 
$3,562,000 of its assets. He ob- 
tained control of the «+ company 
partly through use of its own as- 
pets. 

The first and second convictions 
were on two of three charges of 
fraudulent stock issue. The three 
charges involved three stock cer- 
tificates, each for 3000 shares of 
company stock, which were issucd 
to Toombs on Jan. 17, 1928, at his 
direction, to be used as new col- 
lateral for a loan of $500,000 which 
Toombs previously had obtained 
from the Great Southern Life In- 
surance Co, of Dallas, Tex. «The 
certificates were issued at a time 
when all of the company’s author- 
zed capital stock of 37.500 shares 
tiready had been issued and was 
outstanding. The State charged 
the stock wus issued without con- 
sideration and was not entered on 
the company books. 

Three Charges Pending.
